The brilliant, gracefully falling 
streams of light from bursting rock­ 
ets and the dazzling patterns of set 
pieces, both can be recorded with 
any camera that has a "time” ex­ 
posure adjustment, and when the 
films are developed and printed, the 
exclamations of "Ah’ How lovely’” 
and "Oh! Ian’t that beautiful?" are 
likely to he repeated. Also you will 
he proud of the pictures as photo­ 
graphic studies. 
Use a large stop opening and with 
box cameras, the largest. Have the 
camera on a tripod or some firm sup- 
porHhat will allow its being pointed 


skyward. Set the shutter for "time.'* 
For the rockets and star shells, aim 
the camera at the space where they 
will explode. Open the shutter and 
let it stay open for two or three suc­ 
cessive bursts, or, if the first one is 
large and graceful enough, turn the 
film at once for the next picture.

Washington, Aug. 1.—Migration 
of 
59,000 
families 
from 
the 
drouth-damaged 
farms 
of 
the 
great plains 
was 
recommended 
today in a population survey 
of 
that area by Dr. C. W. 
Thornth- 
waite, former University of Okla­ 
homa climatologist. 
His study contended that wind 
erosion had damaged 65 per cent 
of the plains region, 
extending 
from the Canadian border to the 
Texas Panhandle. 
A long-range government pro­ 
gram for the return of millions of 
acres of wheat land to its native 
sod, he said, might be the 
only 
me^ns of checking the devastat­ 
ing dust storms. 
Observing that long dry spells 
have been frequent in the history 
of the plains, Thornthwaite pre­ 
dicted that “the 
present 
drouth 
might be prolonged 
for 
20 
oi . 
more years." 
The weather expert 
estimated 
that a minimum of 12.610 families 
should move out of Montana, the 
state in which he 
reported 
the 
greatest “surplus population." He 
urged a migration of 12.20Q fam­ 
ilies from Texas and 7360 
from 
North Dakota. 
Heavy removals also were sug­ 
gested for South Dakota. Nebras­ 
ka, Kansas, Oklahoma, Wyoming 
and Colorado.

59,000 
families

drouth-damaged 
farms 
of

great plains 
was 
recommended 
today in a population survey 
of 
that area by Dr. C. W. 
Thornth- 
waite, former University of Okla­ 
homa climatologist. 
His study contended that wind 
erosion had damaged 65 per cent 
of the plains region, 
extending 
from the Canadian border to the 
Texas Panhandle. 
A long-range government pro­ 
gram for the return of millions of 
acres of wheat land to its native 
sod, he said, might be the 
only 
me^ns of checking the devastat­ 
ing dust storms. 
Observing that long dry spells 
have been frequent in the history 
of the plains, Thornthwaite pre­ 
dicted that “the 
present 
drouth 
might be prolonged 
for

or 
more years.” 
The weather expert 
estimated 
that a minimum of 12,610 families 
should move out of Montana, the 
state in which he

greatest “surplus population.” He
